as the negroes, practically unaided 
by the looney of philanthropists 
which has given the educational 
in stitutions in the North and W est 
so much force in educating free of 
charge w illing youth, is ably set 
forth by Dr. J. L. M. Curry in an 
arliclejtfe has prepared on “ What 
.uth Has Done for the S ou th .” 
Dr. Curry brings out am ong others 
the.-e pointe: 
F "urn 1870 to 1901, .$120,000,000 
was spent on the negro 
by * the 
Southern States. 
That the white people in the 
South pay $92 in every $100 of the 
revenue for school purposes. 
That in 189J) in Virginia, as an 
example, the whites paid $1,100,000 
of taxes, the negroes $49,000. 
That the value of property in two 
of tho Southern States where the 
rolls are kept separate is, in North 
Carolina, whites $242,000,000, ne­ 
groes $9,000,000, and in Georgia, 
whites $374,010,000, negroes $14,- 
000,000. 
Dr. Curry says: ‘ With profuse 
ha (I Congress has appropriated! 
m oney and sent teachers to Alaska, 
H awaii, Porto Rico and the Phi ip- 
pines, but in the Southern States 


the white m an’s burden has t«» in- 
borne unaided.” 
H» traces Hi* 
struggles o f the South and its col­ 
leges and how heroically they hay. 
m et them, and says: 
W hile Northern and 
W estern 
institutions 
have 
been endowed 
with 
prodigal 
m unificence, 
and 
negro schools have received from 
the national governm ent and eccle­ 
siastical 
bodies 
and 
individual 
benefactors m any 
m illions, 
the 
South has received from beyond 
Mason and D ixon’s line not proba 
bly all told $1 000.000, after sub­ 
tracting the noble Vanderbilt gift, 
where a southern woman is sup­ 
posed to have had some healthful 
influence. 
It may not be in order to com 
plain of the failure of philanthro­ 
pists to contribute of their hoard- 
to necessities of the South, which 
some 
of 
them 
have 
doubtless 
done much 
to bring about, but 
there is much force in the sugges­ 
tion that the party by which th 
negroes were liberated and turned 
fnto the voting booths bas made it 
a point to leave the burden of ne­ 
gro education upon the very man 
against whom they have employed 
the negro voter. 
This is not all. 
The Southern taxpayer has con 
tributed in proportion to the bene­ 
fits com ing to him more pension 
money than the citizen of other 
parts of the country. 
Little or 
none of such money has come back 
to him. 
H e has had “ protection” 
on nothing, and has paid duties or 
the equivalent of duties on alm ost 
everything he has bought.

of it, the m erciless rules of recon­ 
struction, the one-sided politics of 
the Republican party since the war 
closed, and then noting the injus­ 
tice to which Dr. Curry refers, it is 
quite safe to assert that France 
paid to Germ any a light penalty 
when compared to the penalty the 
people of the South have been re­ 
quired to pay to the other half of a 
common country.

It may not be in order to com 
plain of the failure of philanthro­

there is much force in the sugges­ 
tion that the party by which th 
negroes were liberated and turned 
Coto th* voting booths has made it 
a point to leave the burden of ne­ 
gro education upon the very man 
against whom they have employed 
the negro voter. 
This is not all. 
The Southern taxpayer has con 
tributed in proportion to the bene­ 
fits coming to him more pension 
money than the citizen of other 
parts of the country. 
Little or 
none of such money haw come back 
to him. 
He has had “ protection” 
on nothing, and has paid duties or 
the equivalent of duties on almost 
everything he has bought.

of it, the merciless rules of recon­ 
struction, the one-sided politics of 
the Republican party since the war 
closed, and then noting the injus­ 
tice to which Dr. Curry refers, it is 
quite safe to assert that France 
paid to Germany a light penalty 
when compared to the penalty the 
people of the South have been re­ 
quired to pay to the other half of a 
common country.
